2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly teach making a polishing pad based on obtaining one 
or more characteristics of a structure on the substrate, selecting a value for one or more 
chemical or physical properties for the pad, making the pad having the value, where 
selecting the value comprises performing a simulation of planarization using the pad 
with a range of values, selecting the value based on the simulation, the one or more 
characteristics includes a pattern density; film material and a number of different 
materials, hardness, thickness, surface grooving, porosity, Young's modulus, 
compressibility or asperity; or obtaining a planarization length from the model of the 
CMP process, or identifying dishing and/or erosion, or identifying over and/or under 
polishing, and performing a sensitivity analysis to determine a correlation between the 
planarization length, dishing and/or erosion, or over and/or under polishing and the 
properties of the pad; where the structure is an optoelectronic device. The closest prior 
art, to Runnels, 6,169,931, teaches optimizing a pad after manufacture and when the 
pad is in use in a CMP process, and is not directed toward making the pad.
